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PREFACE 

The second edition of Miss Kroeger's Guide to the study and use of reference books was 
published in October, 1908, and included publications of the first part of that year. This first 
supplement covers the reference books of the two years 1909 and 1910 and includes also a very 
few books of 1908 which appeared too late in that year to be considered by Miss Kroeger for her 
revised list. 

The present supplement includes the following classes of publications: (1) new books of 1909- 
1910, (2) new editions of works listed in the last edition of the Guide, (3) new volumes of un- 
finished works included in the Guide and (4) additional volumes of continuations which appear 
either irregularly or less often than once a year. New volumes of annuals which appear regularly 
have been taken for granted and are not included here. The new volumes covered by section 3 
have been listed, because, as reference books are not infrequently published somewhat outside the 
regular trade channels, it is not always easy for the librarian to keep track of the latest new 
volume from the bibliographies accessible in the average library. 

In general, the bibliographical form of the Supplement follows that of the Guide itself. Such 
minor differences as exist are mainly due to the fact that Library of Congress cards have been 
used as the bibliographic basis of the Supplement and the details of imprint, etc., have been taken 
from these cards. The arrangement of classes and subclasses of the Guide has been strictly 
adhered to.

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PREFACE 

This second supplement to Miss Kroeger's Guide to the 
study and use of reference books covers the years 1911, 1912 
and 1913 and includes for that period (1) new books, (2) new 
editions of older works, (3) new volumes of unfinished works, 
and (4) new issues of continuations which appear either irregu- 
larly or less frequently than once a year. New issues of annuals 
have been taken for granted and have not been listed. The 
period limit has not been adhered to absolutely, however, but 
has been stretched to include a few titles published or distributed 
so late in 1910 as to have escaped mention in the first supple- 
ment, and four titles published early in 1914 but so closely 
connected either in form or subject with certain 1911-13 pub- 
lications which had already been included that it seemed better 
to include the later works also. In the case of new volumes of 
sets, only the new volumes are listed if the preceding volumes 
have been included in the Guide, but in a few cases where the 
earlier volumes had been omitted from the Guide a record of 
the complete set has been included either in the main entry or 
in the annotation. It is hoped that the usefulness of the record 
of these few titles which fall outside the 1911-1913 limit will 
be sufficient to make up for the inconsistency of their inclusion.

Poole's index, 
(Guide, p. 7), and its annual supplement an 
published in the Annual library index 
(Guide, p. 7-8) have been discontinued 
and the indexing of books and periodicals 
so long carried on by the latter work is 
now being continued by an expansion of 
the Readers' guide (Guide, p. 8, 8uppl. 
1909-10, p. 7) which, beginning with 1913 
appears in two sections, the Readers' 
guide, and the Readers' guide supplement, 
described below. The Readers' guide now 
indexes 90 periodicals and the Readers' 
guide supplement indexes 54, making a 
total of 144 as against the 148 formerly 
indexed by the Readers' guide and the 
American library index. There has, how- 
ever, been a redistribution of titles. Of 
the 116 periodicals indexed In the Annual 
library index for 1910, 62 are now in- 
dexed in the Readers' guide, 23 in the 
Readers' guide supplement, 15 in the An- 
nual magazine subject index, 3 in the 
Book review digest, and 2 in the Indus- 
trial arts index, while 21 have been 
dropped altogether and their places taken 
by other titles which seem to promise 
greater usefulness. The annual list of 
bibliographies and certain other features 
of the Annual library index are continued 
in the new American library annual, and 
the section on dates so long a useful fea- 
ture of the American library index is 
continued by the Index to dates. For 
description of the American library an- 
nual see p. 38; for the Index to dates, 
see p. 9.

Based upon 
the 3d ed. of the Kcrzog-HaiUck-Real'encyklopddie, 
and so Protestant in tone, but not biased. Is not 
a mere translation of the German work, however, 
as much of the material has been condensed, fresh 
material added and the bibliographies extended^ and 
improved. Is not limited to the Christian religion 
but includes articles on other religions and relig- 
ious leaders. Covers the whole field of biblical, his- 
torical and contemporary theology, church history 
and religious biography, including separate articles 
on all sects, denominations and churches, organiza- 
tions and societies, missions, doctrines, controver- 
sies, etc. Biographical notices include those of men 
still living. The strongest feature of the work is 
the bibliographical feature which is in three forms 
— (1) an excellent general bibliographical survev, 
with critical comment, in the preface (xii-xxiv), 
(2) the bibliographical appendix at the beginning of 
each volume which gives recent literature, and (3) 
the fine bibliographies appended to each article.
